Satellite Misses Moon By 
2 2 ,8 6 2 Miles; Is Doomed 
To A Long Futile Flight 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Ranger 
3. the moon shot that missed its 
target by nearly 23,000 miles, is 
doomed 
to spend the 
rest of 
eternity in futile flight—an acci­ 
dental satellite of the sun. 
Of its four objectives, the $7- 
million space craft apparently ac­ 
complished only one. 
The biggest disappointment was 
that it missed the moon by 22,862 
miles. This happened because it 
was hurled into its trajectory at 
excessive 
speed 
after 
it 
was 
launched Friday from Cape Ca­ 
naveral, Fla. 
That failure brought on others. 
For one thing, the 727-pound space 
craft was unable to bounce radar 
signals off the moon. And, since 
it did not land its capsule on the 
moon, it was unable to bring its 
seismomoter into play and m eas­ 
ure moonquakes. 


TOOK NO PICTURES 
It also failed to get close-up pic­ 
tures of the moon. The long-range 
shots it got as it sped past ap­ 
parently will be of little value, if 


any. 
The one thing Ranger 3 did was 
collect 
gamma 
radiation 
data. 
These data already 
are being 
analyzed. 
Ranger 3 raced by the moon 
and into oblivion Sunday after 
noon, beginning to tumble as it 
went into solar orbit. Only one of 
its 
transm itters 
was 
working. 
During periods when that trans­ 
m itter’s antenna was pointed to­ 
ward earth, scientists were able 
to pick up the signal and chart 
Ranger’s progress. 
REM AIN IN ORBIT 
An official of the Jet Propulsion 
L avatory, operated here for the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, said Ranger 3 will 
remain in orbit "for the duration 
of the solar system ’s life." 
The television cam eras aboard 
Ranger 3 were supposed to oper­ 
ate for 40 minutes, as the space 
craft descended slowly toward the 
moon in its final maneuver. Had 
the operation gone smoothly, the

Smith was found guilty of first 
degree murder in the rape slay­ 
ing of Maryann Mitchell, 16, who 
was seized on a street in Phila­ 
delphia on her way home from a 
movie a few days after Christmas 
two years ago. Her battered body 
was found two days later ui a 
gully. 
In his opinion upholding the 
death penalty for Smith. Chief 
Justice John C. Bell described 
Smith as a "dangerous potential 
m urderer with a lust for rape 
and the brutal instincts and ac­ 
tions of a cave man. The high 
court was unanimous in its re­ 
fusal to set aside the death pen­ 
alty. Defense counsel made the 
appeal to the Supreme Court on 
the ground that the Adams County 
jury had abused its discretion in 
failing to give him a life sentence. 
Four psychiatrists who testified 
at the trial agreed that Smith was 
sane at the time he committed 
the murder.
